Edmonton Bulletin 


(From the Viking News) 

-Once upon a time, when I was 
a young buck in our Ontario farm 
home, we had a neighbor. He was 
getting in years: His schooling had 
been somewhat neglected but he 
farmed and.had a lot of good prac- 
tical knowlegde about such things 
as carpenting, stove and brick 
building, butchering and veterin- 
ary work. He was rather blustery 
and outspoken but was a really 
good neighbor and Jost many an 
hours sleep when neighbors called 
on him for veterinary help. He 
built himself a very nice two-stor- 
ey brick house, of course the 
quarter-round strips were always 
“three-quarter round” and the 
house had three “‘gospel” (gotihic) 
windows. | 

One nice winter day this farmer, 
ll call him Mr. XYZ, and his wife 
were invited to another near neigh- 
bors for dinner. Also invited were 
the Methodist minister and his 
wife, and an elderly visiting Rev., 
an Evangelist who was helping 
with a series of revival meetings 
in the church. During the pleasant 
dinner conversation ‘the older man 
asked, “and how long have you 
been serving the Lord, Mr. XYZ?” 
The reply, amusing to most of the 
family, came right back, “Oh, by 
golly, me ‘and Mrs. XYZ have been 
christians ‘‘off and on’ for the last 
twenty years.” 

That’s the way I have been read- 
ing “The Edmonton Bulletin” since 
1902. Some time a yearly subscri- 
ber, others just the occasional pa- 
per and much of the time being 
strictly “off.” But I felt disappoin- 
‘ted when I heard by radio that 'the 
Bulletin was going (or had sudden- 
ly gone) .out of business. I once 
attended a large Liberal meeting, 
where Frank Oliver was the prin- 
ciple speaker.. I ‘also read quite a 
lot of extracts from Hansard when 
he was Minister of the Interior 
and. had a parliamentary fight to 
handle, and I: believe if he were 
still in Edmonton and about the 
right age, he would have kept the 
Bulletin wheels turning. He would 
have taken on a scrap with some 
of the Liberals, all the Torys and 
even the Old Satanie Majesty him- 
self rather than let the paper die.

He had for sale, large stocks of 
groceries, hardware, men’s and la- 
dies’ wear, also a yoke of young 
well-bred oxen. The little paper 
consisted of four pages, each 7”x8” 
and could be folded and carried 
in a vest pocket or behind the ear. 
The news matter was set in what 
was called “Old Pearl” type, small- 


The line referred to in first item 


was the Gov't. telegraph line from 


Battleford. It followed the old Bat- 
tlefprd Trail, passing here near 
where the Viking gas camp is lo- 
cated now,.to Round Hill, Hay 
Lakes and Edmonton. I believe 'the 
line reached Edmonton in tthe fall 
of 1879 and was put out of com- 
mission by the Indians at the time 
of this rebellion. I remember hear- 
ing in 1903 that Frank Oliver had 
frejghted over the Battleford Trail 
from Winnipeg with oxen. That’s 
the way he ‘brought his first little 
hand-power printing press. As I 
remember him in’1913, he was 60, 
about a six-footer, raw-boned an

Second, 
don’t try to “fight” the ’flu in the 
customary way, by denying that it 
exists. Don’t try to carry on your 
daily: work. The best way of fight- 
ing it is to go to bed and rest. Be- 
sides, it isn’t fair to other people 
to expose .them ‘to your germs. 
Then of course the doctor should 
always be called. 

Visiting at the Viking hospital 
is taboo during ‘the epidemic ex- 
cept in critical cases.
